What the ingignificant peace- 
at-any-price prattlera cannot per- 
eaive ie that anything short of 
absolate victory for the Entente 
Allies moans European milituriem 
more rampant than ever before, 
Unlees we win this fight right 
out, and administer the kncok-out 
blow to Garman ambitions for all 
time, the peaca that follows this 
war will be worse than and almost 
as expensive as, the war. For that 
very reason &n inconclusive peace 
is almost inconceivable. But 
where national exiatence is at 
stake it is neoeasary to provide 
even for the almost inconceivable 
event, snd that ia what oar Gov- 
ernment ie now contemplating. 
Tf national aarvics is establish. 
ed in this country now 
it will be done as much 
with an eye to a possible, though 
highly improbable, situation after 
the war as to the actual condact 
of the war now: So far as the 
present situation goes it ia rather 


doubtful whether we ahould gain | 
anything by national service. 


Germany's population is nearly 
double ours. Germany haa baen 
able to patabout eight million men 
into the field. We hava, in ad- 
dition to manning out grestly ax: 
pandad navy, securad about three 
and a quarter million soldiors. This 
does't of suggert any very consi- 
derable untapped margin. But for 
the sake of the fatare it may be 
well to avoid the great mistake of 
the past. Wo must soe to it that 
never sgain, if Lurope ia to 
remain sn armed camp, are wo 
caught nepping. If there isto be 
another great war half a century 
henea, or two decades hence, we 
must have our men ready trained 
and equipped, and for that reason 
it may be necessary to have nat. 
ional service set going right away 
The people who are quits eure it 
ig not necesrary now are jact the 
some people who told ua it wag 
‘not necessary before, and who 
always assured ua that the Ger- 
mens were nice incfiansive people 
whore single desire it was to be 
at peace with sil tho world, The 
newspaper agitation for national 
service now ta beneath contempt. 
[t needs only a word from Lord 
Kitohener or the Goveroment a¢ 
a whole, and the whole country 
will cheerfully respond at once, 
Tatil we get that word it is worse 
than idle to srougs covtroversy 
on the eubject. The most 
enthnaiastic advocates of national 
service in this country, of 
whom the wriler ia one, 
tecognise that the great cause of 
national eervice has suffered graat- 
ly from som of its advocates. 
Had the poli siana who agreed 
with Lord Robert's campaign only 
adopted his methods of rousing 
appeal and eloquent persuasion, 
instesd of hectoring the British 
public and browbesting it, we 
might have bad national servics 
io full ewing before the war. 
The Winter Outlook. 

At the present moment the 
military experts, by which one 
mesne not the journelistio Von 
Moltkea of the press bal the serious 
soldiers, are. considering the 
chances of another winter cam.
